New York, May 31.—The conscription act was characterized both 
immoral and unconstitutional at the first American conference on 
democracy and terms of peace which was again in session today at 
Madison Square Garden with socialists and pacifists in attendance. 


The speaker was Daniel Kiefer, 
of Cincinnati, who was introduced 
after Dr. Judah L. Magnes, one of 
the organizers of the conference 
had referred to newspaper dis- 
patches from Washington telling 
of the purpose of the department 
of justice to take stenographic 
notes at peace meetings and prose- 
cute those who infringe the law. 


"I (ion't know whether this is the 
kind 
of meeting the department 
of 
justice means," said Mr. Magnes, "but 
if it is and 
there 
are stenographers 
here, I would like to invite them to 
this platform, where they may see and 
hear everything that ti'anspires. 
In 
Prussia, 
at 
political 
meetings, 
the 
stenographers are seated on the plat- 
form. They take notes and report to 
the government. 
Inasmuch as we are 
vei-y 
rapidly 
becoming 
Prussianized 
we should follow the Prussian example 
at pur meeting." 


Dr. Magnes pointed out that the or- 
ganizers of the 
conference had 
re- 
solved that proposed adoption of any 
action contrary to the law would be 
declared out of order, but that they 
regarded as "perfectly within the law 
and favored all discussions as to the 
wisdom 
and 
unwisdom 
of 
existing 
laws.

N. J., where a third of the population 
of 68,000 is German the United States 
marshal's office was besieged all day 
yesterday by applicants for 
permits. 
It was estimated that 1,500 applica- 
tions were made up to the time the 
office closed. 
In Brooklyn last night 
more than 1,000 Germans were in line 
when Marshal Power closed his office 
after registering 5,000 applicants.

in Manhattan, a majority of the un- 
successful ones remained in line and 
waited until Marshal Power reopened 
his office this morning.

"Alt was only a 
subordinate and trusted the motives 
of Wessel. 
So f a r I do not see how 
we can claim any evil Intentions on 
Alt's part." 


Miss Potthoff also thought t h a t Wes- 
sel was using the light f u n d s for the 
benefit of the city and t h a t officials 
knew of a t least a p a r t of his taking 
of the money. Mayor Hosey says the 
board was told by Miss Potthoff Thurs- 
day morning.

HOUSE RATES ARE M 
ABOUT DOUBLED 


Washington, May 31.—^The senate finance committee today de^ 
cided to provide in the war tax bill to raise $80,000,000 by consump- 
tion taxes of two cents a pound on coffee, five cents on tea, one-half 
a cent on sugar and three cents on cocoa. 


Another important change agreed upon was the elimination of 
the present tax of 
per cent, on war munitions now ranking $25,- 
000,000. Substitutes for tea and coffee also will be taxed. 


F r o m the new taxes the committee 


estimates the following revenue will 
be raised: 
Sugar. $50,000,000; coffee, 
$18,000,000; tea. $3,000.000. and cocoa, 
$7,000,000. 
CofEee and tea taxes will 
be levied upon imports. 
Arrangements 
a r e being made to take care of import 
contracts made before May 1, by re- 
quiring purchasers f r o m importers in- 
stead of the latter to pay the taxes. 


Under the house bill it was proposed 
to tax coffee one-cent a pound and tea 
two cents. 


The decision to abolish the present 
special tax of 12hi per cent on war 
munitions was said to be due to two 
reasons—diminishing of the tax and 
imposition of increased excess profits 
on all corporations which will reach 
the munitions makers.

Scarlet fever and measles have visited 
the c a m p but were quickly stopped.

STORMS Kill 


H A l f i S C O I 


Tornadoes in Missouri Do 
Much Damage and Take 
Many Lives. 


ONE VIIiAGE IS, 


« 
ENTIRELY RAZED 


Fifty Persons Injured in 
the Area Where Storm 
Passed. 


St. Louis, May 31.—Tornadoes in 
Missouri and southern Illinois yester- 
day caused the death of at least ten 
persons and the injury of fifty or more, 
according to advices today from the 
vaf-ious communities over which the 
storm passed. 


At Mineral 
Point, 
Mo., 
four were 
killed and thirty injured; at Palmer, 
three are known to be dead and a 
number injured, and at Eye one man 
was killed; in Alexander county, Il- 
linois, two men were killed and an- 
other fatally hurt. 
Four other Mis- 
souri towns, Graniteville, Bonne Terre, 
Diehlstadt and Bismarck, were report- 
ed struck by the storm, but definite in- 
formation has not come from those 
points. 


Only School House Spared. 


The twister which took four lives 
at 
Mineral 
Point, 
flattened 
every 
structure in the village with the ex- 
ception of the school house. 


Much property damage was done in 
Alexander county, Illinois, where tw6 
men lost 
their 
lives. 
One of the 
freaks of the Illinois storm occurred 
near Mounds, when a ten ton steam 
road roller was lifted and whirled for 
fifty feet. 
An automatic block signal 
on the Iron Mountain railroad, near 
Mineral Point, put into operation by 
the wind, warned' a Memphis-St. Louis 
train, carrying 
400 
passengers, 
who 
watched the storm destroy the village 
and then gave aid to the injured. The 
victims were placed on the train and 
taken to De Soto, 
where they were 
cared for at the Railroad Y. M. C. A. 


Freaks of the Storm. 


A number of freaks were reported, 
one being the experience of the station 
agent, who was standing with his arms 
about the shoulders of Thomas Le- 
masters, conductor, when the Mineral 
Point station was demolished. 
The 
agent escaped unhurt, but Lemasters 
was killed instantly. 


A thrilling race with the tornado 
was won by the engineer of the Mis- 
sissippi and Bonne Terre railroad, near 
Mineral Point, and possibly saved the 
lives of 100 passengers. 
When 
the 
twister became visible the conductor 
ordered the engineer to put on full 
steam in an effort to outrun it. 
The 
storm followed the train for more than 
a mile before it changed its course. 


•

Amsterdam, 
May 31.—Dr. 
Oustav 
Gross, leader of the German National 
league, has been elected president of 
the lower house of the Austrian par- 
liament, according to a Vienna dis- 
patch. 
In his opening address Dr. 
Gross promised freedom of speech and 
impartiality in debate.

BRITISH LOSSES ENORMOUS. 


London, May 31.—(11:30 a. m . ) — 
British casualties as published In May 
show a total of 5,902 officers and 106,- 
331 men. 


The British offensiye on the Arras 
front. Involving some of the severest 
fighting of the war, naturally has re- 
sulted in large increase in casualties 
over the inactive winter season. 
Ca-s- 
ualties for the last few months have 
not been received, but in February the 
total report was only 1,243 officers and 
17,185 men. 
The assertion 
of 
the 
British that their losses are fifty per 
cent smaller than in the battle of the 
Somme, notwithstanding the fact that 
larger forces are engaged, is not borne 
out by the May figures, although in the 
absence of the casualties' report for 
April, early in which month the offen- 
sive was launched, the showing is not 
conclusive. 
The casualties 
reported 
in the first three months of the Somme 
drive were 307,169 officers and men. In 
August of last year, the second month 
of the Somme battle, the casualties 
were 127,945, as compared with 112,- 
233 for May, the second month of 
the Arras battle. 


RAIDERS DRIVEN OFF.

to America. 


Washington, May 31.—Prince Udin«, 
head of the Italian mission, delivered 
in the senate chamer today a message 
from King Vicior Emmanuel to the

people. 
Resplendently 
gareed in uniforms of gold and blue 
with green shoulder sashes, the mis- 
sion was enthusiastically received. The 
union of effort and purpose of Italy and 
the United States was emphasized by 
the prince, who spoke in part as fol- 
lows:

"This long friendship without strife, 
this union %vithout mistrust, this cloud- 
less future are enhanced by the fact 
that both our peoples are at war to 
defend the same ideals of humanity 
and justice. 


"For nearly three years our conti- 
nent looked with anxious eyes toward 
your great and free country, 
We knew 
that the European war had increased 
your trade and give new vigor to your 
industries. 
Many feared that because 
of the ocean that divides us, the great 
cry of grief from oppressed Belgium 
would only sound faintly in your ears; 
many feared that, absorbed by the ac- 
tivities of industry and labor you would 
fail to take an interest in our struggles 
and in our sorrows. 


"We, however, looked towards you 
with trusting sympathy; we felt that

CHINA AND BRAZIL IN WAR WOULD 


ADD 400,000,000 ENEMIES OF KAISER 


Every Continent Will Be 
Represented in Conflict if 
Two More Republics, Now 
on Verge, Declare Against 
Germany.

Washington, May 31.—Four 
hun- 
dred million people will be added to 
the enemies of the kaiser If China and 
Brazil, the two greatest republics not 
yet in the war, but on the verge, de- 
cide to declare hostilities against Ger- 
many. 


China is the most populous republic 
in the world; Brazil second largest in 
the %vestern world. 


China's population is variously esti- 
mated at between three and four hun- 
dred million. 
Brazil's is about 25,- 
000,000. 


Brazil can put more trained soldiers 
in the field immediately than the Uni- 
ted States. 
Four million men can be 
called out under Brazil's military serv- 
ice law. 


But Brazil, under the effciency of 
war conditions, may do more for Amer- 
ica and her allies with her resources 
than with her soldiers. 


Her vast tropical 
resources 
have 
been barely touched and but wait the 
hand of necessity to pour forth wealth 
untold for the sustenance of the fight- 
ing nations.

LK>nK under the Jealous eye of Japan, 
war might mean for China and the 
United States a closer relationship and 
more of freedom from Japanese ex- 
ploitation. 


It Is pointed out that If American 
Influence were to take China into the 
war that same influence would emerge 
the stronger after war. 


China has rich iron and 
copper 
mines. Yunnan province is one of tho 
world's leading copper districts, and 
copper is one of the most needed war 
materials. 


China's army, while not a very deft- 
nite quality, has been somewhat reju- 
venated under the influence of Young 
China and it, with Chinese natural re- 
sources, might be of material advan- 
tage in co-operation with Russia. 


Entrance of China and Brazil would 
bring every continent into the war.

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ARMY REGISTRATION. 


The fmidamental thing to keep in mind is 
that every male person in the United States 
between the" ages of 21 and 31 must register 
on June 5 under the terms of the conscription 
law. There are some exceptions that relate to 
men already in the service of the United 
IBtates. It is next in importance to remember 
that failure to register carries a severe penal- 
ty. It should also be kept in mind that regis- 
tration is neither enlistment nor conscription, 
the government is merely taking a military 
îensus and preparing the rolls of eligibility 
\y age under the new law. Selection and ex- 
emption will come later. 
Every man who is 
/f military age by the terms of the laAv, but 
<\-ho for any reasons—physical, domestic or 
)therwise—may think himself entitled to ex- 
,mption will have a chance to present his case 
And obtain a hearing in due time. But there 
is no exemption from registration June 5. 


There are few who will attempt to escape 
the legal obligation to register. 
Such as do 
BO will have short shrift of immunity, for they 
will be hunted out and no doubt punished, 
either by complete exposure as slackers or by 
more formal and painful recourses, as the law 
provides. Of the ten millions of Americans of 
military age ujider the law the government 
will select a half million. 
Ojie out of every 
twenty will be called for service in the first 
army to be organized by the selective process. 
Those of the small percentage who dreatl 
service have an odd-on chance that they will 
not be called in the first draft—what a turf 
Bport would describe as a twcnty-to-onc shot. 


But the chances to escape conscription have 
nothing at all to do with the necessity to regis- 
ter. 
That cannot be escaped. 
The law is 
plain and its mandate is inexorable. 
No one 
endowed with good sense, no matter what his 
spirit may be, will seek to evade the compul- 
gions of the new army law. No one with com- 
mon sense will spare a moment to listen to the 
little sprinkling of agitators here and there 
bver the country who are counseling a resist- 
ance to the conscription laAV. There will be an 
early day of reckoning for persons who from 
misguided zeal of pacifism or from motives 
more sinister undertake to obstruct the com- 
plete operation of the law and the purpose of 
the government to levy an army for the na- 
jtion's defense. 


Admonition is good advice wasted on the 
yast percentage of American citizens of mili- 
tary age. They stand in no need of it for they 
¡are ready and willing to serve and will not be 
at all backward in complying with the duty to 
register. 
There are some who may have no 
purpose to slack, but who may not wholly ap- 
preciate the seriousness of any failure to get 
their names down on the lists. The small num- 
ber comprised of those who fatuously imagine 
the law can be resisted and the national gov- 
ernment defied will do well to take all the 
good counsel they can get from any source 
that the conscription law cannot be beaten. 


Let it be kept straight in the mind that on 
Tuesday, June 5, every male person in the 
United States, who being then between his 
twenty-first and his thirty-first birthdays and 
not then in the military service of the gov- 
ernment, must go to the place designated for 
him and register. 
That is all that will be re- 
qaiired on that occasion, but little as it is, it 
Is a matter of inescapable compulsion that 
bears alike upon all whose age brings them 
within the scope of the act. Tliere is but the 
one day—June 5—for registration.

The liberty loan is an appeal first off to the 
patriotism and the buying power of the mass 
of the American people. 
A ready popular 
subscription, to these bonds will be impressive 
as a notice to the world that the people of 
America are not slacking in any wise in sup- 
port of their government in the war. That is 
one high purpose to be served by a 
quick 
absorption of the liberty loan. Another good 
purpose is that every investor in the liberty 
loan bonds has become a saver of money and 
so a source of additional strength to the na- 
tion. Those who buy liberty loan bonds will 
find themselves able to buy bonds of any sub- 
sequent loans that the government may have 
to issue to carry on the war. The investor in 
a fifty-dollar liberty loan bond today will find 
himself able to invest in a one-hundred-dollar 
victory bond next year. 


There will be given every opportunity for 
all the people to acquire liberty loan bonds. 
The terms fixed by the government have been 
made still more liberal and easy by the reserve 
banks and other financial institutions and spe- 
cially by the great employing corporations. 
These bonds can be acquired on small month- 
ly installments that scarcely without excep- 
tion every person now at work will be able to 
meet. 


Liberty loan investments are vital to the 
nation. The money borrowed upon the bonds 
must be had to carry on the war. Liberty loan 
investments are the safest and most conven- 
ient investments that any one can take. With 
a liberty loan bond you can do to the extent 
of its face value anything you can do with 
money to an equal amount.

THE CONTINUOUS RIOT. 


Just to shoAv that North is North and South 
is South and that it were .iust as well that 
never the twain should meet. East St. Louis, 
which is somewhere on the edge of both, has 
been staging a continuous performance in race 
riots for the past five days. 
There has been 
some shooting of both whites and blacks by 
both whites and blacks, the calling of police 
reserves, the early closing of saloons and fin- 
ally the appearance of the state guards—all 
of which details make up the usual concomit- 
ants 
of 
any 
well-regulated race riot—but 
there appears to be no well settled desire 
among the belligerents to reach peace upon 
any terms. Meanwhile, if there must be con- 
tinuance of shooting, why is not that job put 
up to the militia and the police? 
It -would 
look better, be perfectly legal and might— 
though possibly might not—bring about a re- 
turn of order to the distracted city. However, 
every community to its own devices in dealing 
with a race war—and East St. Louis appears 
to have the most novel and altogether futile 
shown in the records. Five days of disorder, 
shooting, 
deportations 
and 
nigger-drives 
ought to satisfy any community's longing for 
the strenuous and picturesque. 


By token of the fact that it only took con- 
gress six weeks to pass an army bill, with the 
nation meanwhile at war, it may be conceived 
that congress—Shaving matters of tariff to deal 
with—cannot possibly put in more than five 
months debating a war revenue measure. With 
Washington weather to help out the country, 
it is conceivable that congress may get the job 
off its hands by dog days.

Nation s Need of Trained Men and Women at 
Home and in Europe Will Exceed the Supply 


An urgent appeal to pupils to re- 
main In high school next fall as_ a 
patriotic duty has been issued by Dr. 
P. P. Claxton, United States commis- 
sioner 
of 
education. 
Dr. 
Claxton 
points out that there are In the high 
schools of the United States this year 
more than one and one-half millions 
of boys and girls, and somewhat more 
than 200,000 of them will graduate 
this month and next. 
In an ordinary 
year 90,000 or more of these would 
next fall enter college, normal school 
or technical school to be prepared for 
such service to society, state and nation 
as can be rendered only by those who 
have received education beyond that 
which the high schools can give. 
He 
says, '¿Many college 
presidents and 
others fear that on account of our en- 
trance into the war few boys and girls 
will enter college next fall and that 
the total college attendance will be 
very small. 
The number ought, how- 
ever, to be much larger than usual. 


"The more mature young men are, 
the more serviceable they are in the 
army. 
The selective draft will take 
only those between 21 and 30. In the 
total of 60,000,000 people of productive 
age in the United States the 350,000 
students in colleges and normal schools 
and technical and vocational schools 
of high grade constitute only about 
one-half of one per cent. 
More than 
half of these live in cities and cannot 
be employed in agricultural production 
except as a few of them may find work 
on the farms during the summer. Their 
going to college will not lower the pro- 
ductive capacity of the country as a 
whole in any appreciable degree. 
The 
colleges, normal schpols and technical 
schools will all be open with undimin- 
ished income from public funds and 
endowments, and the expense of their 
maintenance will continue. 
It is quite 
probable that many of the older stu- 


dents will not return« next fall and the 
higher classes will 
be smaller than 
usual. 
The paduates from the high 
schools should see to It that the lower 
classes more than make up for this 
deficiency. 


"This appeal Is made on the basis of 
patriotic duty. 
If the war should be 
long the country 
will need 
all the 
trained men and women it can get— 
many more than it now has. 
There 
will be men in abundance to fight in 
the trenches but there will be a dearth 
of officers, engineers and men of scien- 
tific knowledge and skill In all the in- 
dustries, in transportation, 
and 
in 
many other places where skill and dar- 
ing are just as necessai-y for success 
as in the trenches. 
The first call of 
the allies is for 12,000 enginers and 
skilled men to repair the railroads of 
France and England, and other thou- 
sands will be needed later. 
Russia 
will probably want thousands of men 
to repair and build her railroads. The 
increase in transportation and the tax 
on our own roads will call for large 
numbers of men of the same kind. 
New Industrial plants, ship yards and 
our armies abroad will call for highly 
trained men beyond all possible supply 
unless 
our 
colleges 
and 
technical 
schools remain open and increase their 
attendance and output. 


"When the war is over there will be 
made upon us such demands for men 
and women of knowledge and train- 
ing as have never before come to any 
country. 
There will be equal need for 
a much higher average of general in- 
telligence for citienship than has been 
necessary until now. 
The world will 
have to be rebuilt and American col- 
lege men and women must assume a 
large part of the task. 
In all interna- 
tional affairs we must play a more im- 
portant part than we have in the past. 
For years we must feed our own in- 
dustrial population and a large part 


of the population of western and cen- 
tral Europe. 
We must readjust ou* 
Industrial and social and civic life and 
institutions. We must extend our for- 
eign commerce. We must Increase ouï 
production to pay our large war debt« 
and to carry on all the enterprises for 
the general welfare which have been 
begun but many of which will be re- 
tarded as the war continues. 
China 
and Russia with their new democracies 
and their new developments which 
will come as a result will need and 
ask our help in many ways. 
England, 
France, Italy and the central powers 
will all be going through a process 
of reconstruction and we should be 
ready to give them generously every 
possible help. 
Their colleges and uni- 
versities are now almost empty. Their 
older students, their recent graduates, 
and their younger professors are fight- 
ing and dying in the trenches, or are 
already dead; as are many of their 
older scientific and literary men, ar- 
tists, and others whose work is neces- 
sary for. the enlargement of the cul- 
tural and spiritual life and for all that 
makes for 
higher 
civilization. 
For 
many years after the war is over some 
of .theîse countries will be unable to 
support their colleges and universities 
as they have supported them in the 
past. 
America must come to the res- 
cue. 
We must be ready to assume all 
the responsibilities and perform thor- 
oughly and well all the duties that 
will come to us in the new and more 
closely related worlû which will rise 
out of the ruins of the old world which 
is now passing away in the destruction 
of the war. 
To what extent and how 
well we may be able to do this will 
depend upon you 
young men 
and 
women who are this year graduating 
from our high schools and upon those 
who will follow in the next few years 
to a larger-degree than upon any other 
like nuriiber of people." 


DO NOT REPEAL CHILD 
LABOR LAW.IS APPEAL 
OF BIG LABOR LEADER 


(By SAMUEL GOMPERS.) 


(President 
American 
Federation 
of 
Labor.) 


No more indefensible demand can 
be made at this time than that to relax 
federal and state child labor laws. 


The standards established to pro- 
tect and conserve the health and wel- 
fare of men, women and children are 
not privileges to be cast lightly aside 
at the first appearance of danger and 
new problems. 


They are inseparable from the very 
existence of the nation, to be sacri- 
ficed only in the last supreme effort 
for self-defense. 


We have only recently entered the 
war and have not yet made the effoi't 
to meet war needs under existing stan- 
dards for the conservation and wel- 
fare of the workers. 


Until by actual tests the men and 
women of 
the nation 
have proved 
themselves unable to cope with the 
emergency, we ought not to attempt 
to shift our responsibilities upon the 
shoulders of the children. 


We owe it to the children to guar- 
antee them opportunity for the fullest 
physical and intellectual development. 
We have no right to impose upon them 
conditions and 
service that 
would 
blight their future and lessen their 
possibilities throughout life. 


The declaration that 
turned 
our 
peaceful nation from a peace basis to 
organization for war leads us to a 
course obscured by the shadow <of the 
unknown. 


Before our nation could 
readjust 
itself and in calm and sober judgment 
determine the basic principles which 
obtain under war as well as peace, the 
agencies for exploitation sought 
to 
take advantage of the nation's emer- 
gency. 


Before the exalted impulse to sacri- 


fice everything to our beloved coun- 
try's need had been rtansformed into 
practical, rational efforts to meet im- 
mediate 
problems, unwise 
advisers 
were urging that we tear down all the 
safeguards built up by years of effort 
and sti'uggle to protect human life 
and welfare. 


This policy is unwise and pernicious. 
While no sacrifice is too great to de- 
fend the nation's existence, yet it must 
be made only in accord with the im- 
portance of the thing sacrificed. 


Only in direct emergency should we 
sacrifice the standards and safeguards 
which are essentials to the health and 
vigor of our people. 


The cause which involved our coun- 
try in this war 
is that human life 
might be made safer and freer. 


All our policies 
and methods of 
fighting the war must square with this 
directing ideal. It is fundamental that 
we give equal care 
to maintaining 
fi-eedoni and democracy in our own 
land while we fight to maintain them 
Internationally. 


The labor movement has fought for 
years to establish safeguards for the 
children of this nation, and it will re- 
sist every effort to tear down these 
safeguards. 
• 


There is no more deadly certain way 
to undermine national power than to 
deny children the rights necessary to 
most complete development of heart, 
mind and body. 
Child labor denies 
these opportunities, not only to the in- 
dividuals themselves but to their chil- 
dren and children's children—sapping 
the life force of the nation. 


Our duty to our fellows, our coun- 
try and to humanity forbids any de- 
terioration of safeguards 
to assure 
wholesome, vigorous childhood, 
thus 
assuring the perpetuity of our nation 
and the ideals for which it stands.

A MOVE ON PETROGRAD. 


(Indianapolis Star.) 


It would not be surprising if the 
present vacillation, indecision and ap- 
parent lack of cohesion In the forces 
of the Russian republic are banished 
by the action of Germany. 
A report 
comes from Petrograd that Teutonic 
forces are massed at Llbau prepara- 
tory to a drive on the Russian capital 
as soon as the melting of the Ice makes 
possible the embarkation of troops. 
The German warships are reported as 
in readiness to co-operate in the at- 
tack. 


The Russian generals are makir.g 
preparations to meet the proposed as- 
sault, and it is reasonable to expect 
that they will be successful. 
Russia 
has beaten off other attacks on Petr-»- 
grad made when (Germany's army was 
In much better shape than at present, 
and should be able to withstand an- 
other assault. 
Such an offensive on 
the part of the Teutonic forces wouid 
be just the move that might be need- 
ed to galvanize the Russian republic 
into a formidable foe. 


The troops on the east front have 
made practically no move in recent 
months. 
Germany has been expend- 
ing every energy and effort known to 
its propagandists to get the Russians 
to make a separate peace. 
Having 
failed in that, one might have sup- 
posed Berlin would be glad to leave 
well enough alone and to have Russia 
as a passive enemy, such as It seems 
Inclined to remain. If left alone. 
A 
i ^ v e against Petrograd may be a dis- 
{istrous boomerang tjiat will make the 
Russian army something to be reckon- 
ed with again. 


WAR TASK IS HUGE. 


[Kansas City Star.] 
Some Idea of the enormous mass of 
work that the war department must do 
before September 1 If the training of 
the new army Is to start then is shown 
by the fact that 64,000 buildings must 
be built In the thirty-two cantonments 
to house this first contingent. It means 
that ^SOO.OOO,000 feet of lumber mutt 
converted into barraeks, meia halU, 
bath houses and . the. varieii« oih«r 


ber item alone will cost the go\ ern- 
ment $18,000,000, according to lumber 
experts on the council of national de- 
fense, who have been in Washington 
assisting the government in the prep- 
aration of its plans and specifications. 


According to an official announce- 
ment by the government, it plans to 
build 2,000 buildings at each one of the 
thirty-two 
cantonments 
scattered 
throughout the country, and that in 
doing this it will employ between 64.- 
000 and 96,000 men. One hundred and 
twenty-eight thousand cars of material 
will be used in building them. 


But the question of supplying build- 
ings to house the first contingent of the 
new draft army is not the most vital 
at the present time. 
When that 500,- 
000 goes into camp it means that the 
war department must have uniforms 
and other personal equipment for ap- 
proximately 1,200,000 men. 
It is in- 
tended to have the regular army to its 
maximum war strength of 300,000 by 
that time; the national guard is to 
have 400,000 and the new army 500,- 
000. 


It will take months before this big 
force is supplied with machine guns, 
field pieces and other ordnance equip- 
ment necessary to make it a well- 
rounded-out army. 
Complaints that 
are coming in from the various parts 
of the country indicate that the people 
of the United States generally have 
no conception of the vast amount of 
work that confronts the war depart- 
ment because of lack of preparedness 
when the country went into war, and 
it Is expected there will be an aval- 
anche of criticism as soon as those 
enrolled under the selective draft law 
are called to the colors.

Good Table Habits Are 
Part of Home Economy 


(By BIDDY BYE.) 


Have your children been allowed to 
form unhealthful 
habits of 
eating? 
How many times a week do you allow 
your child to have an ice cream soda 
or a nickel's worth of candy? 
Chil- 
dren 
must 
have sugar—more 
sugar 
than adults, but candy should be a 
real luxury, not any part of the daily 
diet. 
Good food habits are an 
im- 
portant part of personal hygiene and 
economy, and every mother is neglect- 
ing an Important duty to her 
child 
when she 
does not 
inculcate such 
habits by serving suitable amounts of 
suitable foods to her 
children, 
and 
expecting them to eat what is set be- 
fore them. 


It is very easy to prejudice a child 
against a certain food. If a child hears 
a mother say, "I never eat cheese," it 
is dollars to doughnuts the child will 
never eat cheese, and thus will be de- 
prived of a splendid food, as rich in 
protein as meat. 


Most foreigners are 
great 
cheese 
eaters and they usually eat it in place 
of meat. 
I have in 
mind a family 
which includes husband, wife, son and 
daughter. 
The wife did the 
house- 
work. 
The family was very fond of 
griddle cakes for breakfast, but 
no 
•wo members of the household could 
agree on the kind. 
So the housewife 
and mother made buckwheat cakes for 
father, corncakes for son and 
bread 
cakes for daughter. 
This family was 
wasting the most precious thing they 
had, had they but known it. 
They 
were wasting the energy and strength 
of the wife and mother. 


Many children will not eat the yolk 
of an egg, so mother obligingly gives 
them the white of her egg at break- 
fast, when 
she should 
either 
make 
them cat a whole egg or go without. 
Real hunger is not very finicky, and 
a little hunger now and then is good 
for a pampered child. 
It will show 
him that no food is to be looked upon 
witli disdain. 


I know a home where the children 
were taught to eat meat instead of ce- 
reals and 
milk, simply 
because 
the 
mother had a prejudice against milk 
and ceieals. 


Both parents of these children died 
of Bright's disease, and one of the chil- 
dren succumbed to high blood 
pres- 
sure; another is full of 
rheumatism 
and toxic poison. 
One of these chil- 
dren, grown 
to womanhood, 
found 
that buttermilk was a specific for the 
auto-intoxication which troubled her. 
When she first began to drink it, it 
almost nauseated her. 
Now she de- 
scribes herself in perfect health, and 
drinks with great gusto at least a quart 
of buttermilk a day. 
It is her favorite 
beverage. 


If your child craves sweets, bake a 
batch of oatmeal cookies or give him 
a slice of bread, butter and 
sugar. 
Don't send him to the candy shop with 
a nickel and let him buy any. compo- 
sition of glucose and sugar that pleases 
his fancy.

One of the things in which the Euro- 
pean cook excels is the making of 
soups, and possibly because they m a k e j 
such delicious and savory soups is the | 
reason soup holds such an important i 
place on the European menu. 
Soups 
should not be regarded as the luxury 
of the rich or the last resort of the 
poor, as they are too often considered 
in America. 


The French, renowned for their in- 
expensive, delicious and delicate cook- 
ery, follow this vplan with respect to 
soup. 
Often when soup is the main 
dish of a meal, bouilli is made from 
the soup meat and served as a side 
dish. 
i 


Bouilli is made by allowing the soup 
meat, which should not be boiled so 
long that all the nourishment has been 
cooked out of it, to cool, then chop- 
ping it 
fine. 
Season it to taste and 
heat it again with a little butter— ' 
keep it moist by adding a spoonful or i 
two from the soup kettle. 
This bouilli, ] 
served with thin squares of toast, is 
delicious.

Soups are made by cooking meat, ! 
fish or vegetables in water or 
milk. 
Just 
consider 
the 
possibilities 
here. ; 
You can use almost anw meat, any fish 
or any vegetable, or any combination 
of any or all these, and produce 
a 
good soup. 


The plan of having a stock kettle 
constantly at hand, into which all left- 
over 
meat, 
bones, 
trimmings 
and 
scraps are put as an ever-ready foun- 
dation for soup, is not to be encour- 
aged. 
For ordinary family cooking, 
especially in w a r m weather, it is bet- 
ter to make such rich stock one day 
for soup the next than to take the risk 
of having it mold or sour. 


Even very weak stock, made from 
the well-scraped bones of a chicken or 
leg of lamb or other roast meat, or the 
water used in boiling fresh vegetables, 
as peas, potatoes or asparagus, con- 
tains nourishment and 
flavoring, 
and 
good soups can be made from it. 


When a meal is started with soup, 
less meat is necessary—a less hearty 
meal, really, will be needed. 
If a good, 
rich soup is served 
(and it can 
be 
made from the cheapest cuts of meat) 
with breadr it Is 
almost a meal in 
itself. 
With the addition of a sub- 
stantial dessert, it makes a splendid 
meal. 


Save your bottles, especially wide- 
necked ones, for putting up fruits, pre- 
serves. jellies, jams and fruit juices. 


Home canning 
specialists of 
the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture report a serious shortage in pre- 
serving jars is threatened. 


Nothing should be packed in jars or 
cans, they say, that can be conserved 
effectively in other ways. 
Such prod- 
ucts as apples, pumpkins and squash 
can be dried and evaporated 
rather 
than preserved in jars, so the glasa 
jars may be used for preserving jel- 
lies, jams, 
fruit juices, 
vegetables, 
soups and meats.

Nearly Fifty Years Ago. 


In the majority of cases, failure to 
take out the second papers has been an 
oversight, as the men a f t e r taking out 
declaration of intentions enjoyed the 
full rights of full-fledged citizens and 
consequently forgot that actually they 
were not as yet real citizens under the 
Stars and Stripes. 


One m a n who came for his second 
papers Thursday morning had 
taken 
out the declaration on October 6, 1868, 
nearly fifty years ago. 
He, however, 
presented 
himself 
and 
paid the 
re- 
quired four dollars for the writ. 


First P a p e r s Invalid. 


Several men who came to the office 
to get' their second papers were 
in- 
formed that their declaration 
papers 
v.'ere invalid. 
On June 29, 1906, and 
since that time the clause has been 
inserted on the first papers announcing 
that the papers shall be considered null 
and void and shall not be used for any 
purpose, 
seven years a f t e r 
date 
of 
issuance. 


Men who therefore took out their 
first 
papers between 
J u n e 
26, 
1906 
and May 31, 1910, cannot secure the 
second papers, but must take out their 
declaration of intentions again. 
Men 
who took out the papers previous to 
this date, however, are safe and can 
secure the writ which makes them eli- 
gible to a hearing next September. 


Will Come Next Monday. 


Definite word has been received that 
Mark Storen or another representative 
of the government f r o m Indianapolis 
will arrive in Fort Wayne next Monday 
morning.

Baltes operated three large tow boats 
on the old canal, and brought stone and 
lime from his quarries in Huntington 
in this manner. 
Not only had he been 
interested in business affairs, but he 
had always taken a keen interest in 
politics. 
He served 
at one time 
as 
councilman. 


The loss of Mr. Baltes will be felt by 
the entire city. 
He was admired by 
business a.ssociates as a man of sterl- 
ing integi-ity and loved by friends for 
his cheery disposition and open-heart- 
ed generosity. 


Surviving relatives are the widow, 
one daughter, Mrs. 11.

County Superintendent Gets 
Instructions from State 
Committee Secretary. 


County Superintendent D. O. Mc- 
Comb has received a communication 
f r o m J. J. Pettijohn, secretary of the 
state committee, in which it is asked 
that an organization be formed in this 
county as soon as possible." The letter, 
which is self explanatory, follows: 


"Recently 
County 
Superintendent 
Martin sent you a copy of the program 
for mobilizing the educational forces 
of Indiana. 
That program as you have 
noted was approved by the governor 
and the state board of education. 
The 
next step is then to complete the local 
organization. 
It is upon that subject 
that I a m writing you. 


"The state committee on the mobili- 
zation of the educational foi-ces of In- 
diana instructed me, their secretary, to 
ask each county superintendent to call 
a meeting of all the city superintend- 
ents in his county to form a county 
council on the mobilization of the ed- 
ucational forces of the county for war 
service. 


"The personnel of the 
permanent 
county council should consist of the 
county superintendent and all of the 
city superintendents 
in the 
county. 
The work of the council is to organize 
local committees (city, town and town- 
ship) which are to initiate and direct 
some of the war service suggested in 
the state program. 
The county coun- 
cil should co-ordinate the work of the 
local committees 
they 
organize and 
should evercise other necessai-y super- 
visory influence throughout the county. 
Each county council should 
appoint 
a secretary who will have 
whatever 
local secretarial duties 
the 
council 
may assign to him, and who should 
also m a k e a bi-weekly report to the 
secretary of the state committee, the 
report to give a brief record of the w a r 
service activities in the county 
and 
the results of these activities. 


"You will understand that the state 
committee knows that many of 
the 
counties, cities and rural committees 
have already inaugurated much that is 
suggested in the state program. 
How- 
ever, all, not many, should be active. 
Will you therefore organize at 
once 
your county and instruct your county 
council secretary to report to the state 
committee secretary? 
The state com- 
mittee should 
be of service to 
the 
county councils. 
It cannot be until 
the councils are organized and the sec- 
retaries are reporting to the state sec- 
retary.

The cultivation of the sweet potato 
is discussed in a n excellent manner in 
farmers' 
bulletin 
No. 255, United 
States department of agriculture, as 
follows: 


"The sweet potato Is of a tropical 
nature and succeds best in t h e warm, 
sandy 
loam 
soil 
of the 
southern 
states. 
Sweet potatoes are, however, 
grown commercially as f a r north as 
the southern line of the state of Penn- 
sylvania, and for family use even in 
southern New York and Michigan. A 
warm, loose sandy soil is best adapt- 
ed to the production of sweet ]>ota- 
toes, and good drainage is essential. 
In order to improve the drainage con- 
dition, it is customarj'- to set the plants 
on top of ridges which are thrown 
up by means of a plow, two furrows 
being turned toget^ier. 
F o r best re- 
sults the soil should be well fertilized 


throughout, but in commercial sweet 
potato culture the plan is frequently 
adopted of placing the fertilizer or 
m a n u r e in a f u r r o w and then tui-ning 
the ridge up over it. 
T h e m a n u r e 
should be evenly distributed, and it is 
advisable to r u n a culti\titor once or 
twice in the f u r r o w to mix t h e m a n u r e 
with t h e soil. 
Too much m a n u r e in 
one spot under a hill will produce a 
large growth'of vine at the expense of 
the potatoes. 


"Toward the northern part of the 
area over which sweet potatoes are 
grown it is necessary 
to 
start 
the 
plants in a hotbed in order that the 
length of season m a y be sufficient to 
mature t h e crop. 
The roots that a r e 
too small for marketing are used for 
seed, and these a r e bedded close to- 
gether in the hotbed and covered with 
about 2 inches of sand or fine soil, 
such a.s leaf mold. 
The seed should 
be bedded about five or six weeks be- 
fore it will be safe to .set the plants 
in the open ground, which is usually 
about May 15 or May 20. Toward the 
last the hotbed should be ventilated 
very freely in order to harden off the 
plants.

"The ridges for planting sweet po- 
tatoes should be 3 to 5 feet a p a r t a n d 
the plants about 14 inches a p a r t in t h e 
row. 
Cultivate 
sufficiently to 
keep 
the surface soil loose and free f r o m 
weeds, and t h e vines will soon cover 
the ground, a f t e r which no cultiva- 
tion will be necessary. 
In the w a r m e r 
parts of t h e country the seed is not 
bedded, but is cut in small pieces a n d 
planted in t h e ridges instead of plants. 
After t h e plants come u p and begin 1o 
m a k e vines freely, pieces of the vines 
are removed and used as cuttings for 
planting additional areas, t h e cuttings 
taking root and growing the same as 
plants grown from used seed. 
In this 
m a n n e r 3 or 4 plantings a r e made, t h e 
last being as late as the middle of 
July. 
If a rainy spell be selected f o r 
making and planting the cuttings, very 
few will fail to grow, and an excellent 
crop may be produced. 


"To the north, aweet potatoes are 
dug as soon as the vines arc nipped- 
by frost. 
In the .«south the potatoes 
are allowed to remain in the ground 
until a convenient time for handling 
tiiem, and in Florida or Texas they 


are frequently left until required f o r 
use. 
Sweet potatoe.s should be d u g 
on a bright diTing daj- when the soil 
is not too wet. On a small scale they 
may be d u g with a spading fork, a n d 
gre^t care should be taken that the 
roots do not become bruised or in- 
jured in the process of handling. 
I t 
is desirable that the roots should lie 
exposed for two or three hours to dry 
thoroughly, a f t e r which they m a y be 
placed in a warm, well ventilated room 
to cure f o r several days. 
T h e proper 
temperature for curing 
sweet 
pota- 
toes is f r o m 80 degrees to 90 degrees 
Fehrenheit 
and 45 or 55 
dogrees 
Fehrenheit afterwards. 
A small crop 
may be cured 
around 
t h e 
kitchen 
stove, and later stored in a dry room 
where there will bfe no danger of their 
becoming too cold. 
Sweet 
potatoes 
should be handled a s little as possible, 
especially after they have been cured. 


"Sweet potatoes a r e used t h e same 
as Irish potatoes, and m a y also be em- 
ployed in making pies t h e same as 
squash.

FRONT line trench," said Jo- 
seph Heligon.'' Think of a gash 
in the earth, flanked by irregular 
piles of sandbags, a red-rusted field 
of barbed wire in front, and the zig- 
zag of communicating channels be- 
hind. 


"Think of mud underfoot and a 
clean sky above, clean except for the 
puff balls of shrapnel from the 
* Archies' chasing the drifting speck 
of an aeroplane across the blue. 


''Think of the stench of men who 
live too close together in the rabbit 
warrens of bomb-proofs, and of that 
more terrible stench from the liud- 
dled heaps out there in 'no man's' 
land. 


"Imagine the ghastly stare of star 
shells in the night, the death-like pal- 
lor of observation rockets roaring up 
from the enemies' trenches a few 
rods away; the throb of the big guns 
in the distance, the sharper note of 
nearer field pieces, the blasting shock 
of bursting shells—all the mud and 
the blood, the terror and the quake- 
like tremors, the courage and the 
cringing, the false cowardice of the J 
brave and that kind of bravery of 
men who are afraid to show fear.

That is the way Joseph 


Hellgon, a former French 
Instructor of St. Louis, 
expressed 
his 
opinion, 
after spending two years 
and five months 
flghtine 
In the flrst-line trenches 
cf the great war in which the United States hag 
decided to take a hand. 


Listening to the whir of the deadly shrapnel, 
feeling 
the 
terrific 
concussion 
following th«^ 
bursting of the largest shells manufactured by 
the greatest munitions plants in the world, was 
depicted by him as a "living, breathing, gasp- 
ing hell"—the kind only heard of before from 
the religious fanatic. 


Heligon came to the United States in 1910, 
after serving three years in the French army. 
At that time he was on the reserve list, to be 
called out when his country needed him. He 
was in St. Louis, enjoying the peace and quiet 
found only in this country, when the first news 
cf 
the 
great 
world 
war 
swept 
the 
United 
gtates. 


Not waiting to be called back to do his "duty," 
he severed his St. Louis connections and de- 
parted for Bordeaux, France, where, with thou- 
eands of other men equally as well trained In 
military tactics, he reported for active service. 


His first placement was with an armored au- 
tomobile, operating a machine gun. He had ex- 
perience in that branch of fighting. But not for 
long was he to be allowed to enjoy such light 
v.-ar measures, for soon came orders command- 
ing him to report to another gun squad and bo 
detailed 
to the terrible 
Champagne 
country, 
where the fighting was the fiercest. 


The task allotted to him on the automobile 
was anything but an easy one, but when com- 
pared to that of fighting in the trenches, often 
hand to hand with the enemy, it was not re- 
garded as dangerous.

Unused to Conditions. 


The regiment he was with began the 
first 
winter of the war in the trenches along the 
front lines, bucking the incessant attacks of the 
Germans. The men were in most part unused 
to the conditions of privation and severe cold 
that had to be endured, and many of them were 
eent back to the base hospitals total wrecks 
after a month of fighting. 


Several weeks of the winter had passed when 
a severe attack of fever, brought on by the cold 
and exposure, sent Heligon back to the interior 
hospital to die or to be made well enough to 
again enter the battle. 


As soon as he was able to sit up and be on his 
feet for more than an hour at a time he was 
put In the Postal Control Department, helping 
censor mail coming to and from the soldiers at 
tha front. This Job was given him because of 
his ability to read and write five difEerent lan- 
guages. 


When" able to be on his feet all day he was 
pronounced "weU" by the ofllclals and ordered 
to report to a regiment that was to relieve some 
of the men fighting at the great battle of Ver- 
dun. 


Again he was one of the men 
placed In the 
ii4reK-ilne trenches and dugouts, ¿jrenerally con- 
sidered as "suicide" or a "sacrifice to the coun- 
try" by the soldiers, because of the fact that 
few nfjen were able *o escape death after a few 
weeks of flghtlnsr there. Two weeks in the front 
lines ana the men yere 
withdrawn and oihera 
took their places. 


From Verdun Heligon was again ordered to 
Accompany th'e regiments to relieve the situa- 
tion back in the Champagne country. There the 
fighting continued month after month, described 
by him as a hideous "nightmare." 


Suffering from several injuries and nervous 
condition, he was granted a thirty-one day fur- 
lough, and left the battle-swept country on 
March 10 last. 


Heligon's story of some of his experiences and 
the things to be endured by the soldier In the 
French army follow: 


"My work In the gun squad was that of 
•mnge-flnding.' I would figure the angles and

distances of the targets, call them off to the 
men actually operating the gun, and they would 
do the rest. 


"My first battle experience was terrible, tor 
we were under fire for several days without be- 
ing relieved by new troops. The sight of men, 
Bome of whom 1 had become acquainted with, 
being killed within a few feet of me almost 
drove me insane.

Men Sad at First. 


"The men at first were very quiet, with sad 
faces, for they were Just beginning to under- 


stand the meaning of the word 'war* 
in the 
twentlet>: century. 
The fighting then was of 
the fiercest because the soldiers on both aides 
were all trained. 


"The government was unable to take proper 
care of the men wounded, or those taken sick 
from eKposure, and, as a result, many died 
v/hen otherwise, with the proper care, 
they 
could have been saved. 
This later was to be 
remedied. 


"Anpund Solssons we fought 
for 
months, 
often in hand-to-hand battle with the German 
forces. 
Daily orders came for some regiment 


to storm some building in the village both 
forces occupied, and when night 
would fall 
some of the men would go to sleep with only a 
concrete wall separating the two forces. 


•'It was In the Champagne country that I 
learned what was meant by 'no man's land.' 
After a period of fighting lasting several days, 
the lines would undergo a change, and a strip of 
land criss-crossed by barbed-wire fences, would 
stretch between the opposing lines. 
In plain view 
of both sides were the bodies of the hundreds 
of men that had been killed during the flght. 
These bodies would be tangled in the wires. 


some standing erect as though alive. 
Thpy 
could not be i-eached by their comrades be- 
cause 
to 
make 
the 
attempt 
meant 
certain 
d»'alh. 
Some of the men, it could be seen, were 
not killcri outright, but died from the lack of 
foori, water and attention. 
Ono .strotoh of 'no- 
man's land' was not (.-rc.irefl away for seven 
months, the bodies In plain view all the time. 


"Gradually the men in otir regiments began 
to get used to t'ne mode of warfare, and did 
not mind the .<?ound of the hurstins shells of 
continuous bombarnVnent. 
When night would 
cover the battlefield.?, the men would gather in 
small groups and spend a few hours telling 
stoiies, singing and playing cards. 


"The food furnished the men at the begin- 
ning of the war was far superior to that to be 
had litei on. for no one believed that the war 
could last for more-than a year. 


"For the men in the front trenches and in the 
reserve dugouts the word retreat is not known, 
for should a sudden advance be made by tho 
enemy, all left for them to do was to fight to 
the last, cither stopping the advance or dying 
in the attempt. When a man in the front trench 
v.aa killed, a man from the reserve dugout, lo- 
cated just in the rear of the trench, crawled 
over his dead body and took up the gim he had 
dropped, the b.irrel of which would often be so 
hot that ono could almost light a cigarette on 
it. When the men were killed they would lie In 
the trenches in plain view and in a hand's reach 
for several days if the fighting was fierce. 


Deadly Gas Comes Suddenly. 


"It was at Verdun that I first came in contact 
with the Germans' deadly use of asphyxiating 
gasOs. On entering the trenches there I was 
given a mask that covered the entire head. This 
I was told to always keep with me. 1 also was 
given a small compressed air pump, that was to 
be carried on the back as a knapsack. 


"When we least expected it we would sudden- 
ly be met with a rush of the gas forced forward 
by tho bursting shells, tho gas bags being at- 
tached to the shells. Our orders were to stop 
when the attack began and to clear the space 
around us by the use of tho compressed air 
pumps. Wo wore helped In this by the men In 
the rear lines forcing the gas back with 
a 
strong pressure of air, often driving the poison 
gas back on to the Germans. 


"Although the masks we wore were supposed 
to protect us from the gas. It was very hard to 
breathe, and because wo could not keep tho 
masks on for any great length of time the eye- 
eight was often injured to a great extent, some 
of the men being made totally blind. 


"Often when one line of men in a front trench 
was ordered to advance, some of the poor fel- 


lows, already so weak they could hardly stan« 
up, would fall to the ground from utter exhaxis- 
tion on account of the rough traveling over 
muddy, slushy ground. 


"The two weeks I put in on the front line a» 
Verdun left me almost a nervous wreck, and 1 
w:is glad when we were ordered to drop back to 
the rear lines and let a relieving regiment tak« 
our place. 


"A week later we were ordered back to th* 
Champagne country, and there again took up 
the fight, often hand to hand, that I had left 
many months before. 


"After fighting several weeks 
around 
th» 
small villages in the Champagne country, th« 
regiment—what was left of it—that I was in, 
W.TS sent to participate in the battle at Somm«. 
There the fighting was a simile to that at Ver. 
dun, the same hardships to be encountered, th« 
same terrible scenes to be burned into th« 
memory to live with you In dreams as long afl 
life lasted. 


"It was at Somme that I thought my wor- 
ries wert 
over. 
1 had been 
fighting 
in th« 
trench for several days; in fact, I had lost all 
account of time. 
In the middle of the night 1 
was 
.iwakened by a terrible 
explosion 
that 
seemed to be right under me. 
That was th« 
last I remembered until I was conscious of b«- 
ing carried to the rear lines. 


"After a few days in the field hospital recov- 
ering from the shock, I learned that a larc« 
shell hac exploded in my section of trench, and 
that I and my comrades had been burled allv« 
by the upheaval of dirt. 
The reserve men 'n 
the dugout had come to our assistance at Just 
that time, and they were the ones who res- 
cued us. There were sixteen men in the trenoH 
at the time, and twelve of them were killed bjr 
the one explosion. 


"Now I have been granted a short leave of ak* 
.sence, to once again taste of those things ao 
good in this life but so often not appreciated by 
us. On my word of honor that I would return 
when my time was up and once again tak« up 
the duty of every Frenchman, I was allowed to 
visit my friends in the great, glorious and 
peaceful United States. For the first time in a 
year I knew what a clean bed and clean clothes 
felt like. As a result I am almost Insane wltb 
ecstasy." 


Heligon has almost lost the sight !n on« «y« 
from the Germans' deadly gases and haa r«> 
celved several painful injuries on the head «l^i 
body. He said that when tho boys at the Blench 
front first heard of the United States Joining 
the forces of tho allies they were both happy 
and sad—happy because of the i>ossibiIity of 
the war's quick termination, sad because of th« 
sorrow that would come to the many happy 
families in this country.

France 118 years ago, is the growing 
conviction of students of Russian af- 
fairs in Washington who are alive to 
the lessons of history. 


Conviction 
that 
Kerensky 
will 
be 
the Russian Napoleon is no fanciful 
surmise, but the reasoned 
conclusion 
of scliolars who believe the develop- 
ment of leaders is shaped by the in- 


escapable current of great events. 


They see in Russia 
precisely 
the 
conditions that existed in France fol- 
lowing the revolution and reason its 
outcome must be at least similai*. 


In 1799 the French directory, which 
occupied a position analagous to the 
Russian provisional government, had 
lost the power w^hich it once possessed 
over the French people. 


France was siirrounded by enemies. 
The French treasury 
had run 
dry. 
The army was starving and disorgan- 
ized. 
Like the Russian army it had 
thrown off the old discipline and sol- 
diers were deserting by thousands. 


Peace agitation filled the air. Weary 
with long struggle and feeling its in- 
dependence was safely guarded by the 
Rhine and the Alps, the nation longed 
for peace. 


The directory knew peace would be 
suicidal but was powerless to continue 
aggressive warfare until as a last re- 
sort Napoleon was placed in charge of 
the armies of France just as Kerensky 
was last week named to command the 
armies of Russia. 


So much for similarity of national 
conditions. 
Let us look now at 
the 
men. 


I.,ike Kerensky, Napoleon had been 
one of the most ardent of revolution- 
ists and strong anti-monarchist. 


A follower of Rousseau, his pro-re- 
publican essays \vere written in 
the 
same temper and with as great ear- 
nestness 
as the 
fiery 
speeches 
of 
Kerensky in the duma. 


When Napoleon took charge of the 
armies to save France he had no more 
idea of becoming emperor than Ker- 
ensky has. 


Kerensky's great speech announcing 
re-establishment of iron discipline in 
the Russian army sounds almost like 
an echo of Napoleon's speeches to the 
French armies of 1799. 


Even in features there is a marked 
resemblance between the two. 


It is true Kerensky lacks military 
training, 
but 
today victory 
i-equires 
organization and consolidation of en- 
tire nations, not mere groups of sol- 
diers. 


Thi.s is a task for a statesman, not 
for a soldier. 
It was Lloyd 
George, 
not a member of the British military 
staff, who reorganized Great 
Britain 
for victory. 
For this task the training 
of Kerensky admirably fits him. 


And above all he has caught the im- 
agination and captured the confidence 
of the Russian soldiers and peasants to 
the same degree as the Little Corporal 
held the French people and its army 
enthralled by his courage and daring. 


Out of 
the volcanic 
upheaval of 
every revolution some leader of over- 
whelming greatness has appeared. 


Is it not rea.sonable to expect that 
the Russian revolution will run true 
to form and develop its Napoleon or 
its Cromwell, in the person of some 
such genius as Kerensky, who today 
holds in his hands the fate of Russia 
and 
perhaps the fate of the 
entii-e 
world ?

HOUSE RATES ARE JUST ABOIITDOUBlfD 


"Washington, May 31.—The senate finance committee today de- 


cided to provide in the war tax bill to raise $80,000,000 by consump- 
tion taxes of two cents a pound on coffee, five cents on tea, one-half 
a cent on sugar and three cents on cocoa. 


Another important change agreed upon was the elimination of 


the present tax of 12^ per cent, on war munitions now ranking $25,- 
000,000. Substitutes for tea and coffee also will be taxed. 


From the new taxes the committee 


estimates the following revenue will 
bo raised: Sugar. J60.000.000; coffee, 
tlS.000.000; tea, J3.000.000. and cocoa. 
$7,000.000. Coffee and tea taxes will 
be levied upon Imports. Arrangements 
are being made to take care of Import 
contracts made before May 1, by re- 
quiring purchasers from Importers In- 
stead of the latter to pay the taxes. 


Under the house bill It was proposed 


to tax coffee one cent a pound and tea 
two cents. 


The decision to abolish tho present 


special tax of 12 H per cent on war 
munitions was said to bo due to two 
reasons—diminishing of tho tax and 
Imposition of Increased excess prollts 
on .ill corporations which will roach 
tho munitions makers.

An automatic block signal 
on the Iron Mountain railroad, near 
Mineral Point, put into operation by 
the wind, warned a Mcmphls-St- Louis 
train, carrying 400 passengers, who 
watched the storm destroy the village 
and then gave aid to the injured. The 
victims were placed on the train and 
taken to Do Soto. where they were 
cared for at the Railroad T. M. C. A. 


Freaks of tho Storm. 


A number of freaks were reported, 


one being tho experience of the station 
agent, who was standing with his arms 
about the shoulders of Thomas Le- 
mastorK. conductor, when the Mineral 
Point station was demolished.

agent escaped unhurt, but Lomastcrs 
was killed instantly. 


A thrilling race with the tornado 


was won by the engineer of tho Mis- 
sissippi and Bonne Terro railroad, near 
Mineral Point, and possibly saved the 
lives of 100 passengers.

steam in an effort to outrun It.

CHINA AND BRAZIL IN WAR WOULD 


ADD 400,000,000 ENEMIES OF KAISER 


Every Continent Will Be 


Represented in Conflict if 
Two More Republics, Now 
on Verge, Declare Against 
Germany. 


Staff Special. 


Washington, May 31.—Four hun- 


dred million people will he added to 
the enemies of the kaiser if China and 
Brazil, the two greatest republics not 
yet in the war. but on the verge, de- 
cide to declare hostilities against Ger- 
many. 


China Is the most populous republic 


in the world; Brazil second largest In 
the western world. 


China's population is variously esti- 


mated at between three nnd four hun- 
dred million. Brazil's is about 25,- 
000.000. 


Brazil can put more trained soldiers 


in the field Immediately than the Uni- 
ted States. Four million men can be 
called out under Brazil's military serv- 
ice law. 


But Brazil, under the effciency of 


war conditions, may do more for Amer- 
ica and her allies with her resources 
than with her soldiers. 


Her vast tropical resources 
have 


been barely touched and but wait the 
hand of necessity to pour forth wealth 
untold for the sustenance of the fight- 
ing nations.

It is pointed out that If American 


Influence were i to take China into th« 
war that same influence would emerge 
the stronger after war. 


China has rich iron and copper 


mines. Yunnan province is one of the 
world's leading copper districts, and 
copper is one of the most needed war 
materials. 


China's army, while not a- very defi- 


nite quality, has been somewhat reju- 
venated under the Influence of Young 
China and it, with Chinese natural re- 
sources, might be of material advan- 
tage In co-operation with Russia. 


Entrance of China and Brazil would 


bring every continent Into the war. 


Brazil, too, It is believed, soon would 


be followed by other South American 
republics, notably Argentina. 


A market for electric light plants 


could be developed in south China if 
American products could be nold as 
reasonably and give as great satisfac- 
tion as British plants which have been 
recently installed.

That means 
that one in every eight persons in the United 
Kingdom invested in the bonds of the govern- 
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ARMY REGISTRATION. 


The fundamental thing to keep in mind is 


ithat every male person in the United States 
between the ages of 21 and 31 must register 
on Jnne 5 under the terms of the conscription 
law. There are some exceptions that relate to 
men already in the service of the United 
States. It is next in importance to remember 
'that failure to register carries a severe penal- 
ly. It should also be kept in mind that rcgis- 
^ration is neither enlistment nor conscription. 
Jhe government is merely taking a military 
lensus and preparing the rolls of eligibility

There are few who will attempt to escape

KO will have short shrift of immunity, for they 
•will be hunted out and no doubt punished, 
either by complete exposure as slackers or by 
more formal and painful recourses, as the law- 
provides. Of the ten millions of Americans of 
military age under the law the government 
will select a half million. One out of every 
twenty will be called for service in the first 
army to be organized by the selective process. 
Those of the small percentage who dread 
service have an odd-6n chance that they will 
not be called in the first draft—what a turf 
sport would describe as a twenly-to-one shot. 


But the chances to escape conscription have 


Nothing at all to do with the necessity to regis- 
ter. 
That cannot be escaped. The law is 


plain and its mandate is inexorable. No one 
Endowed with good sense, no matter what his 
Spirit, may be, will seek to evade the compul- 
sions of the new army law. No one with com- 
mon sense will spare a moment to listen to the 
little ^sprinkling of agitators here and there 
over the country who are counseling a resist- 
ance to the conscription law. There will be an 
parly day of reckoning for persons who from 


. misguided zeal of pacifism or from motives 


more sinister undertake to obstruct the com- 
plete operation of the law and the purpose of 
the government to levy an army for the na- 
tion's defense. 


Admonition is good advice wasted on the 


]rast percentage of American citizens of mili- 
J;ary age. They stand in no need of it for they 
Ere ready and willing to serve and will not be 
£.t all backward in complying with the duty to 
register. There are some who may have no 
purpose to slack, but who may not wholly ap 
preciate the seriousness of any failure to get 
their names down on the lists. The small num- 
ber comprised of those who fatuously imagine 
the law can be resisted and the national gov- 
ernment defied will do well to take all the 
good counsel they can get from any source 
that the conscription law cannot be beaten. 


Let it be kept straight in the mind that 01 


Tuesday, June 5, every male person in the 
United States, who being then between his 
twenty-first and his thirty-first birthdays anc 
cot then in the military service of the gov- 
ernment, must go to the place designated for 
him and register. That is all that will be re 
quired on that occasion, but little as it is, it 
is a matter of inescapable compulsion that 
bears alike upon all whose age brings them 
within the scope of the act. There is but the 
pnc day—June 5—for registration.

STAY IN HIGH SCHOOL 


Appeal by United States 


Commissioner of Education 


Nation's Need of Trained Men and Women at 
Home and in Europe Will Exceed the Supply 


An urgent appeal to pupils to re- 


main in high school next fall as a. 
patriotic duty has been Issued by Dr. 
P. P. Claxton. United States commis- 
sioner 
of 
education. 
Dr. 
Claxton 


points out that there are In the high 
schools of the United States this year 
more than one and one-half millions 
of boys and girls, and somewhat more 
than 200,000 of them will graduate 
this month and next. In an ordinary 
year 90,000 or more of these would 
next fall enter college, normal school 
or technical school to be prepared for 
such service to society, state and nation 
as can be rendered only by those -who 
have received education beyond that 
•which the high schools can give. He 
says, "Many college 
presidents and 


others fear that on account of our en- 
trance into the war few boys and girls 
will enter college next fall and that 
the total college attendance will be 
very small. 
The number ought, how- 


ever, to be much larger than usual. 


"The more mature young men are. 


the more serviceable they are in the 
army. The selective draft will take 
only those between 21 and 30. In the 
total of 60,000,000 people of productive 
age in the United States the 350,000 
students in colleges and normal schools 
and technical and vocational schools 
of high grade constitute only about 
one-half of one per cent More than 
half of these live In cities and cannot 
be employed in agricultural production 
except as a few of them may find work 
on the farms during the summer. Their 
going to college will not lower the pro- 
ductive capacity of the country as a 
whole in any appreciable degree. The 
colleges, normal schools and technical 
schools will all be open with undimln- 
ished income from public funds and 
endowments, and the expense of their 
maintenance will continue. It is quite 
probable that many of the older stu- 


dents will not return next fall and the ' 
higher classes will be smaller than 
usual. 
The graduates from the high 


schools should see to it that the lower 
classes more than make up for this 
deficiency. 


"This appeal is made on the basis of 


patriotic duty. If the war should be 
long the country 
will need 
all the 


trained men and women it can get— 
many more than it now has. There 
will be men in abundance to flght in 
the trenches but there will be a dearth 
of officers, engineers and men of scien- 
tific knowledge and skill in all the in- 
dustries, in transportation, 
and in 


many other places where skill and dar- 
ing are just as necessary for success 
as in the trenches. 
The first call of 


the allies is for 12,000 enginers and 
skilled men to repair the railroads of 
France and England, and other thou- 
sands will be needed later. 
Russia 


will probably wint thousands of men 
to repair and build her railroads. The 
increase in transportation and the tax 
on our own roads will call for large 
numbers of men of the same kind. 
New industrial plants, ship yards and 
our armies abroad will call for highly 
trained men beyond all possible supply 
unless our colleges and technical 
schools remain open and increase their 
attendance and output. 


"When the war is over there will bo 


made upon UE such demands for men 
and women of knowledge and train- 
ing as have never before come to any 
country- There will be equal need for 
a much higher average of general in- 
telligence for citienship than has been 
necessary until now. The world will 
have to be rebuilt and American col- 
lege men and women must assume a 
large part of the task. In all interna- 
tional affairs we must play a more "im- 
portant part than we have in the past. 
For years we must feed our own in- 
dustrial population and a large part 


of the population of western and cen- 
tral Europe. 
We must readjust out 


industrial and social and civic life and 
institutions. We must extend our for- 
eign commerce. We must Increase out 
production to pay our large war debt! 
and to carry on all the enterprises for 
the general welfare which have been 
begun but many of which will be re- 
tarded as the war continues. 
China 


and Russia with their new democracies 
and their new developments which 
will come as a result will need and 
ask our help in many ways. England, 
France, Italy and the central powers 
will all be going through a process 
of reconstruction and we should be 
ready to give them generously every 
possible help. Their colleges and uni- 
versities are now almost empty. Their 
older students, their recent graduates, 
and their younger professors are fight- 
ing and dying in the trenches, or are 
already dead: as are many of their 
older scientific and literary men, ar- 
tists, and others whose work is neces- 
sary for the enlargement of the cul- 
tural and spiritual life and for all that 
makes for higher civilization. 
For 


many years after the war is over some 
of these^ countries will be unable to 
support their colleges and universities 
as they have supported them in th« 
past. America must come to the res- 
cue. , We must be ready to assume all 
the responsibilities and perform thor- 
oughly and well all the duties that 
will come to us in the new and more 
closely related worlo. which will rise 
out of the ruins of the old world which 
is now passing away in the destruction 
of the war. To^what extent and how 
well we may be able to do this will 
depend upon you 
young men and 


women who are this year graduating 
from our high schools and upon those 
Who will follow in the next few years 
to a larger degree than upon any other 
like number of people."

experts on the council of national de- 
fense, who have been in 'Washington 
assisting the government in the prep- 
aration of its plans and specifications. 


According to an official announce- 


ment by the government, it plans to 
build 2,000 buildings at each one of the 
thirty-two 
cantonments 
scattered 


throughout the country, and that in 
doing this it will employ between 64,- 
000 and 96,000 men. One hundred and 
twenty-eight thousand cars of material 
will be used in building them. 


But the question of supplying build- 


ings to house the first contingent of tho 
new draft awny is not the most vital 
at the present time. When that 600,- 
000 goes into camp it means that the 
war department must have uniforms 
and other personal equipment for ap- 
proximately 1,200,000 men. It is in- 
tended to have the regular army to its 
maximum war strength of 300,000 by 
that time; the national guard is to 
have 400,000 and the new army 500,- 
000. 


It will take months before this big 


force is supplied with machine guns, 
field pieces and other ordnance equip- 
ment necessary to make it a well- 
rounded-out army. 
Complaints that 


are coming in from the various parts 
of the country indicate that the people 
of tho United States generally have 
no conception of tho vast amount of 
work that confronts the war depart- 
ment because of lack of preparedness 
when the country went into war, and 
it is expected there will be an aval- 
anche of criticism as soon as those 
enrolled under the selective draft law 
are called to the colors.

Good Table Habits Are 
Part of Home Economy 


(By BIDDY BYE.) 


Have your children boon allowed to 


form unhoalthful 
habits of eating? 


How many times a week do you allow 
your child to have an ice cream soda 
or a nickel's worth of candy? 
Chil- 


dren must have sugar—more sugar 
than adults, but candy should be a 
real luxury', not any part of the daily 
diet- 
Good food habits are an Im- 


portant part of personal hygiene and 
economy, and every mother is neglect- 
Ing nn Important duty to her child 
when she 
does not 
inculcate such 


habits by serving suitable amounts of 
suitable foods to her children, nnd 
expecting them to eat what Is set be- 
fore them. 


It IM very eiuy to prejudice a child 


against a certain food. If a child hears 
a mother say, "I never cat cheese," it 
is dollars to doughnuts the child will 
never cat cheese, ,'ind thus will be de- 
prived of a splendid food, as rich In 
protein as meat. 


Most foreigners aro 
great cheese 


caters and they usually cat It in place 
of meat. 
I have in 
mind a family 


which includes husband, wife, son and 
daughter. 
Tho wife did the house- 


work. 
The family was very fond of 


griddle cakes for breakfast, but no 
two members of the household could 
agree on the kind. So the housewife 
and mother made buckwheat cakes for 
father, corncakes 'for son and bread 
cakes for daughter. 
This family was 


wasting the most precious thing they 
had. had they but known it. 
They 


were wasting the energy and strength 
of the wife and mother. 


Many children will not eat the yolk 


of an egg, so mother obligingly gives 
them the white of her egg at break- 
fast, when she should cither make 
them cat a whole egg. or go without. 
Real hunger is not very finicky, and 
a little hunger now and then is good 
for a pampered child. 
It will show 


him that no food is to be looked upon 
with disdain. 


I know a home where the children 


were taught to eat meat instead of ce- 
reals nnd milk, simply hocause the 
mother had a prejudice against milk 
and cereals. 


Both parents of these children died 


of Bright's disease, and one of the chil- 
dren succumbed to high blood pres- 
sure.; another is full of rheumatism 
and toxic poison. One of these chil- 
dren, grown 
to womanhood, 
found 


that buttermilk was a specific for tho 
auto-intoxication which troubled her. 
When she first began to drink it, it 
almost nauseated her. Now she de- 
scribes herself in perfect health, and 
drinks with great gusto at least a quart 
of buttermilk a day. It in her favorite 
beverage. 


If your child craves sweets, bake a 


batch of oatmeal cookies or give him 
a slice of bread, butter and sugar. 
Don't send him to the candy shop with 
a nickel and let him buy any compo- 
sition of glucose and sugar that pleases 
his fancy. 
Equally Good Foods 
Can Be Made from Corn 


As a substitute for wheat breakfast 


foods, try white or yellow cornmeal 
or hominy grits, served with cream 
and sugar, butter, syrup, or fresh or 
dried fruit. 


As a substitute for wheat biscuits, 


rolls or toast, the housewife can em- 
ploy a dozen different forms of corn- 
broad, such as hoe cake, dodgers, soft 
or spoon nornhrcad,

on guard against cool nights and cover 
up plants with paper or muslin frames. 


If you transplant late it may be that

Don't attempt to set them deeply 


and maintain them in upright posi- 
tion. Remo\-e all except three or four 
topmost leaves 
about the 
growing 


plant. 


Dig a shallow trench about, three or 


four inches deep, slightly sloping from 
a deep point at one side to the sur- 
face of the ground at the other. 


Place the bare stem of tomato and 


root In tho trench, with the root at 
the deepest portion, 
cover the stem 


throughout Its length with fresh soil. 
and pack this (Irmly. 


Under these conditions the plant will 


take root throughout the length of tho 
buried stem, nnd In a short time the 
added root system 
thus given will 


force it into vigorous growth.

From European housekeepers the 


American woman might learn many 
helpful lessons. 
They have no such 


abundance and 
variety of foods to 


draw upon for their tables as she hns. 
and so have used brains and ingenuity 
to make tho most of \vhat they have. 
One of the things In which the Euro- 
pean cook excels is the making of 
soups, and possibly because they make 
such delicious and savory soups is the 
reason soup holds such an Important 
place on tho European menu. 
Soups 


should not be regarded as the luxury 
of the rich or the last resort of the 
poor, as they are too often considered 
in America. 


The French, renowned for their in- 


expensive, delicious and delicate cook- 
ery, follow this plan with respect to 
soup. 
Often when soup is the main 


dish of a meal, bouilli is made from 
the soup meat and served as a side 
dish. 


Bouilli is made by allowing the soup 


meat, which should not be boiled so 
long that all the nourishment has been 
cooked out of it, to cool, then chop- 
ping it fine. 
Season it to taste and 


heat it again with a little butter- 
keep it moist by adding a spoonful or 
two from the soup kettle. This bouilli, 
served with thin squares of toast, is 
delicious. 


Soups are made by cooking meat, 


fish or vegetables in water or milk. 
Just consider the possibilities here. 
You can use almost anw meat, any flsh 
or any vegetable, or any combination 
of any or all these, and produce a 
good soup. 


The plan of having a stock kettle 


constantly at hand, into which all left- 
over 
meat, 
bones, 
trimmings and 


scraps are put as an ever-ready foun- 
dation for soup, is not to be encour- 
aged. 
For ordinary family cooking, 


especially in warm weather, it is bet- 
ter to make such rich stock one day 
for soup the next than to take the risk 
of having it mold or sour. 


Even very weak stock, made from 


the well-scraped bones of a chicken or 
leg of lamb or other roast meat, or the 
water used in boiling fresh vegetables, 
as peas, potatoes or asparagus, con- 
tains nourishment and flavoring, and 
good soups can be made from it. 


When a meal is started with soup, 


less meat is necessary—a less hearty 
meal, really, will be needed. If a good, 
rich soup is served (and it can be 
made from the cheapest cuts of meat) 
with bread. It la almost a meal in 
itself. 
With the addition of a sub- 


stantial dessert, it makes a splendid 
meal.

Many Have Waited TooLong 


and Must Take Out Decla- 


rations Again. 


TJnnaturalized German citizens took 


the county clerk's office by storm 
Thursday. 


There was a big rush made to secure 


the second papers upon the announce- 
ment that the time was getting limited 
in which to qualify for the hearing 
next September 4. An announcement 
was made that this would be the last 
day, but according to the law men 
who wish to have a hearing before the 
commissioner next September will have 
Friday and Saturday and Monday and 
Tuesday in which to file their second 
papers. 


From early Thursday morning short- 


ly after the office was opened the men 
began to pour in with their witnesses. 
At 11 o'clock by actual count there 
were seventy-two men in the clerk's 
office. 
It was estimated late Thurs- 


day afternoon that before the office 
closes seventy-five second papers will 
have been handed out. 


Nearly Fifty Years Ago. 


In the majority of cases, failure to 


take out the second papers has been •an 
oversight, as tho men after taking out 
declaration of Intentions enjoyed the 
full rights of full-fledged citizens and 
consequently forgot that actually they 
were not as yet real citizens under the 
Stars and Strlpes. 


One man who came for his second 


papers Thursday morning had taken 
out the declaration on October 6. 1868. 
nearly fifty years ago. 
Ho. however, 


presented himself and paid the ro- 
qulred four dollars for tho writ. 


First Papers Invalid. 


Several men who camo to tho office 


to get tholr second papers were in- 
formed that their declaration papers 
wore invalid. On Juno 29. 1906. and 
since that time tho clause has been 
Inserted on tho first papers announcing 
that the papers shall be considered null 
and void and shall not be used for any 
purpose, seven years aftor date of 
Issuance. 


Men who therefore took out their 


first papers between Juno 26, 190C 
and May 31. 1910, cannot secure tho 
second papers, but must take out their 
declaration of Intentions again. Men 
who took out tho papers previous to 
this date, howovor, aro safe and can 
secure tho writ which makes thorn eli- 
gible to a hearing next September.

Michael Baltes Had Been 


Prominent Resident 


Here Since 1.861. 


Michael Baltes, SI years old, pio- 


neer business man and owner of the 
Baltes hotel building, died at his home. 
221 West Berry street. Wednesday 
noon. Death came from a complica- 
tion of diseases and followed an ill- 
ness of ten days' duration. 


Mr. Baltes was born in Oberkirchen, 


Germany, February 16, 1836. He came 
to the United States when a young 
man, locating in New York when about 
eighteen years of age. 
He remained

there, however, only two months bo- 
fore he started west. 
He settled in 


Whltley county and then went to Hunt- 
ington. where ho learned the marble 
cutters trade. 
He soon entered Into 


tho lime business, and that had been 
his chief occupation most of his life, 
although ho had been Interested in 
many other business enterprises. 
He 


was founder of tho Ohio and Western 
Lime company, and as proprietor of 
such built many buildings of note, 
among which are the Chester. III., pen- 
itentiary, the local Pennsylvania, shops 
and tho Episcopal church. 


As «n active business man in Fort 


Wayne since 1861, Mr. Baltes had be- 
come Well known not only in business 
circles,'but among nearly all'the resi- 
dents of the city. Ho had not confined 
his business enterprises to contract- 
Ing and building, but had become 
interested in many other business pro- 
jects; and at tho time of his death was 
stockholder in a largo number of ;Fort 
Wayne concerns. During tho pioneer 
days of Fort Wayne'* history Mr. 
Baltes operated three largo tow boats 
on tho old canal, and brought stone and 
lime from his quarries in Huntingdon 
in this manner. Not only had ho boon 
interested in business affairs, but ho 
had always taken a keen interest in 
politics. He served at one time as 
councilman. 


Tho loss of Mr. Baltes will bo felt by 


tho entire city. Ho was admired by 
business associates as a man ot sterl- 
ing Integrity and loved by friends for 
his cheery disposition and open-heart- 
ed generosity. 


Surviving relatives aro tho widow, 


one daughter, Mrs. H. T. Swcgman; 
one son, Edward M. Baltes, and one 
grandchild, Beatrice Baltes. 


County Superintendent Gets 


Instructions from State 


Committee Secretary. 


County Superintendent D. O. Mc- 


Comb has received a communication 
from J. J. Pettijohn, secretary of the 
state committee, in which it is asked 
that an organization be formed in this 
county as soon as possible. The letter, 
which is self explanatory, follows: 


"Recently 
County Superintendent 


Martin sent you a copy of the program 
for mobilizing the educational forces 
of Indiana. That program as you have 
noted was approved by the governor 
and the state board of education. The 
next step is then to complete the local 
organization. 
It is upon that subject 


that I am writing you. 


"The state committee on the mobili- 


zation of the educational forces of In- 
diana instructed me. their secretary, to 
ask each county superintendent to call 
a. meeting of all the city superintend- 
ents in his county to form a county 
council on the mobilization of the ed- 
ucational forces of the county for war 
service. 


"The personnel of the permanent 


county council should consist of tho 
county superintendent and all of the 
city superintendents in the county. 
The work of the council is to organize 
local committees (city, town and town- 
ship) which are to initiate and direct 
somo of the war service suggested In 
the state program. The county coun- 
cil should co-ordinate the work of the 
local committees they 
organize and 


should overcise other necessary super- 
visory Influence throughout the county. 
Each county council should appoint 
a secretary who will have whatever 
local secretarial duties the 
council 


may assign to him, and who should 
also make a bi-weekly report to the 
secretary of the state committee, the 
report to give a brief record of tho war 
service activities In the county and 
the results of these activities. 


"You will understand that tho stato 


committee knows that many of the 
counties, cities and rural committees 
have already Inaugurated much that Is 
suggested In the stato program. How- 
ever, all. not many, should bo active. 
Will you therefore organize at onco 
your county and Instruct your county 
council secretary to report to tho stato 
comm'lttco secretary? Tho stato com- 
mittee should bo of service to tho 
county councils. It cannot bo until 
the councils are organized and tho sec- 
retaries are reporting; to tho state sec- 
rotary. Let's begin."

that tho company receives no more for 
its service than it did when conditions 
were normal, it will readily be seen 
that with enormously Increased cost of 
both material and labor great care 
must be observed In the conduct of 
the business.

able to meet the rising costs by increas- 
ing tho price of tho selling products, 
and a condition like the present, by 
reason of the inability of public utili- 
ties to meet the rising costs by obtain- 
ing more for their products.

The wage* 
paid to tho linemen are on a par with 
those paid by other telephone com- 
panies, and are practically the same 
as paid by the traction company, and 
If any discrepancy existed it could 
readily have been adjusted if the men 
had submitted their complaint to the 
management.

SWEET POTATOES. 


(Another of a series of articles 


edited by the committee on publicity 
and information of the National Food 
Relief committee. Fort Wayne branch. 
This one by Norma Erf.) 


The cultivation of the sweet potato 


Is discussed in an excellent manner in 
farmers' 
bulletin No. 255. United 


States department of agriculture, as 
follows: 


"The sweet potato is of a tropical 


nature and succeds best in the warm, 
sandy 
loam soil of the 
southern 


states. Sweet potatoes are, however, 
grown commercially as far north as 
the southern line of the state of Penn- 
sylvania, and for family use even in 
southern New York and Michigan. A 
warm, loose sandy soil is best adapt- 
ed to the production of sweet pota- 
toes, and good drainage is essential. 
In order to improve the drainage con- 
dition, it is customary to set the plants 
on top of ridges which are thrown 
up by moans of a plow, two furrows 
being turned together. 
For best re- 


sults the soil should be well fertilized

throughout, but in commercial sweet ^ 
potato culture the plan is frequently 
adopted of placing the fertilizer or 
manure in a furrow and then turning 
the ridge up over It. 
The manure 


should be evenly distributed, and it is 
advisable to run a cultivator once or 
twice in the furrow to mix the manure 
with the soil. Too much manure in 
one spot under a hill will produce a 
large growth of vine at the expense of 
the potatoes. 


"Toward tho northern part of the 


area over which sweet potatoes are 
grown it is necessary 
to start the 


plants in a hotbed in order that the 
length of season may be sufficient to 
mature the crop. The roots that are 
too small for marketing are used for 
seed, and these are bedded close to- 
gether in the hotbed and covered with 
about 
2. inches of sand or fine soil, 


such as leaf mold. The seed should 
be bedded about five or six weeks be- 
fore it will be safe to set the plants 
in the open ground, which is usually 
about May 15 or May 20. Toward the 
last the hotbed should'be ventilated 
very freely in order to harden off the 
plants. 


"The ridges for planting sweet po- 1 


tatocs should be 3 to 5 feet apart and 
the plants about 14 inches apart in the 
row. Cultivate sufficiently to keep 
the surface soil loose and free from 
weeds, and the vines will soon cover 
the ground, after which no cultiva- 
tion will be necessary. In the warmer 
parts of the country the sept is not 
bedded, but is cut in small pieces and 
planted in the ridges instead of plants. 
After the plants come up and begin 1o 
make vines freely, pieces of the vines 
are removed and used as cuttings for 
planting additional areas, the cuttings 
taking root and growing the same as 
plants grown from used seed. In this 
manner 3 or 4 plantings are made, the 
last being as late as the middle of 
July. If a rainy spell be selected for 
making and planting the cuttings, very 
few will fail to grow, and an excellent 
crop may be produced. 


"To the north, aweet potatoes are 


dug as soon as the vines are nipped 
by frost. 
In the south the potatoes 


are allowed to remain in the ground 
until a convenient time for handling 
them, and in Florida or Texas they 


are frequently left until re-Tilred tor 
use. 
Sweet potatoes should be dug 


on a bright drying da> when the soil 
is not too wet. On a small scnle they 
may be dug with a spading fork, and 
great care should be taken that the 
roots do not become Bruised or in 
jured in the process of handling. It 
is desirable that the roots should lie 
exposed for two or three hours to dry 
thoroughly, after which they may be 
placed in a. warm, well ventilated room 
to cure for several days. The proper 
temperature for curing sweet pota- 
toes is from 80 degrees to 30 degrees 
Fehrenheit and 
45 or 65 degrees 


Fehrenhelt afterwards. 
A small crop 


may be cured around the kitchen 
stove, and later stored in a dry room 
where there will be no danger of their 
becoming too cold. 
Sweet potatoes 


should be handled as little as possible 
especially after they have been cured 


"Sweet potatoes are used the same 


as Irish potatoes, and may also bo em- 
ployed in making pies the same as 
squash.

Says FrenchHero 


A FEONT line trench," said Jo- 


seph Heligon. "Think of a gash 


in the earth, flanked by irregular ; 
piles of sandbags, a red-rusted field 
of-barbed wire in front, and the zig- 
zag of communicating channels be- 
hind. 


"Think of mud underfoot and a 


clean sky above, clean except for the 
'• 


puff balls of shrapnel from the 
'Archies' chasing the drifting speck 
of an aeroplane across the blue. 
r 


"Think of the stench of men who '•'. 


live too close together in the rabbit 
warrens of bomb-proofs,, and of that 
more terrible stench from the hud- 
dled heaps out there in 'no man's' 
land. 


"Imagine the ghastly stare of star 


shells in the night, the death-like pal- 
lor of observation rockets roaring tip 
from the enemies' trenches a few 
rods away; the throb of the big guns 
in the distance, the sharper note of \ 
nearer field pieces, the blasting shock '. 
of bursting shells—all the mud and < 
the blood, the terror and the qnake- { 
like tremors, the courage and the- ', 
cringing, the false cowardice of thn 
brave and that kind of bravery of 
men who are afraid to show fear. 


"All that you see in a first-line 


trench." 


ACK from'hell." 


That Is the way Joseph 
Helicon, informer French 
instructor of St. Louis, 
expressed 
his 
opinion, 


after spending two years 
«nd five months fighting 
^ 
In the first-line trenches 


"of the great war In which the United States has 
decided to take a. hand. 


Listening to tbo whir of the deadly shrapnel, 


feeling the terrific concussion following th« 
bursting of the largest shells manufactured by 
the greatest munitions plants In the world, was 
depicted by him as a "living, breathing, ga*p- 
Inf hell"—the kind only heard of before from 
the religious fanatic. 


Heligon cnmo to the United States In 1910. 


after servlnc three years In the French army. 
At that time he was on the reserve list, to be 
colled out when hlit country needed him. Ho 
was In St. Louis, enjoying the peace and quiet 
found only In this country, when the first news 
of the great world war swept the United 
States. 


Not waiting to be called back to do his "duty." 


he severed his St. Louis connections and de- 
parted for Bordeaux. France, whore, with thou- 
sands of other men equally as well trained in 
military tactics, he reported for active service. 


His first placement was with an armored au- 


tomobile, operating a machine gun. Ho had ex- 
perience In that branch of fighting. But not for 
long was ho to bo allowed to enjoy such light 
war measures, for »oon came orders command- 
Ing him to raport to another gun squad and be 
detailed to the terrible Champagne country, 
where the fighting was the fiercest. 


The task allotted'to him on the automobile 


was anything but an easy one, but when com- 
pared to that of lighting In the trenches, often 
hand to hand with the enemy. It was not re- 
garded as dangerous.• • • 


Unused to Conditions. 


The regiment he was with began the flrst 


winter of the war In the trenches along the 
front lines, bucking the Incessant attacks of the 
Germans. The men were In most part unused 
to the conditions of privation and severe cold 
that had to be endured, and many of them were 
sent back to the base hospitals total ^wrecks 
after a month of fighting. 


Several weeks of the winter had passed when 


a severe attack of fovcr. brought on by the cold 
fand exposure, sent Heligon back to the interior 
hospital to die or to be made well enough to 
again enter the battle. 


As soon as he was able to sit up and be on hla 


feet for more than an hour at a time he was 
put In the Postal Control Department, helping 
censor mall coming to and fr&m the soldiers at 
the front. This Job was given him because of 
his ability to read and write nvo different lan- 
guages. 


When able to be on his feet all day he was 


pronounced "well" by the officials and ordered 
10 report to a regiment that was to relieve some 
of the men fighting at the great battle of Ver- 
dun. 


Again he was one of the men placed in the 


first-line trenches and dugouts, generally con- 
eldered as "suicide" or a "sacrifice to the coun- 
try" by the soldiers, because of the fact that 
few men were able »o escape death after a few 
weeks of fighting there. Two weeks In the front 
lines and the men vere withdrawn and others 
took their places. 


From Verdun Heligon was again ordered to 


accompany the regiments to relieve the situa- • 
lion back In the Champagne country. There the 
fighting continued month after month, described 
by him as a hideous "nightmare." 


Suffering from several injuries and nervous 


condition, he was granted a thirty-one Oay fur- 
lough, and left the battle-swept country on 
March 10 last. 


'Hellgon's story of oome of his experiences and 


the things to be endured by the soldier In the 
French army follow: 


"My work In the gun squad was that of

distances of the targets, call them oft to the 
men actually operating the gun, and they would 
do the rest. 


"My Ilrst battle experience was terrible, for 


we were under fire for several days without be- 
ing relieved by -new troops. The sight of men, 
some of whom I had become acquainted with, 
being killed within a few feet of me almost 
drove mo insane. 
» 
* 
• 


Men Sad at First. 


"The men at first were very quiet, with sad 


faces, for they were just beginning to under- 


stand the meaning of the .word 'war" In the 
twentieth century. The fighting then was of 
the fiercest because the soldiers on both sldos 
were all trained. 


"The government was unable to take proper 


care of the men wounded, or those taken sick 
from exposure, and, as' a result, many died 
•when otherwise, with the proper care, they 
could have been saved. This later was to be 
remedied. 


"Around Solssons wo fought 
for months, 


often in hand-to-hand battle with the German 
forces. 
Daily orders came for some regiment 


to storm some building In the village both 
forces occupied, nnd when night would fall 
some of the men would go to sleep with only a 
concrete" wall separating the two forces. 


"It was !n the Champagne country that I 


learned what was meant by no man's land.' 
After a period of fighting lasting several days, 
the lines would undergo a change, and a strip of 
land criss-crossed by barbod-wiro fences, would 
stretch between iho opposing lines. In plain view 
of both sides were the bodies of the hundreds 
of men that had been killed durlnR the fight. 
These bodies would be tangled in the wires. 


some standing erect as though alive. 
They 


could not he reached by their comrades be- 
cause to mako the attempt meant certain 
d*-.'ith. Some of the men. It could bo seen, were 
r.ot hilled outright, but died from the lack of 
food, water and attention. One stretch of 'no- 
man's land* was not cTenred awny for novcn 
months, the bodies In plain view all the time. 


"Gradually the men In our rcKlmonts began 


to Ret used to tho mode of warfare, and did 
not mind tho sound of the bursting sheila of 
contlnuoiiH bombardment. When nlpht would 
cover the battlefields, tho men would cathcr in 
smull groups and spend a few hours telling 
stoilos, sinctnpr and playing cards. 


"The food furnished the men at the begin- 


ning of tho war was far superior lo that to be 
had latei on. for no ono believed that the war 
could last for more than a year. 


"For tho men in the front trenches and in tho 


rese.rve dugouts the word retreat Is not known, 
for should a sudden advance be made by the 
enemy, all loft for thorn to do was to fight to 
the last, either slopping the advance or dying 
irj the .'ittempt. When a man in the front trench 
v, as killed, a man from the reserve dugout, lo- 
cated Just in tho rear of tho trench, crawled 
over his dead body and took up the Run ho had 
dropped, the barrel of which would often ho so 
hot that one could almost light a cigarette on 
it. When the men were killed they would He in 
the trenches In plain view and in a hand's reach 
for several days if the fighting was fierce. 
*

Deadly Gas Comes Suddenly. 


"It was at Verdun that I flrst came in contact 


•with the Germans' deadly use of asphyxiating 
gases. On entering tho trenches there I was 
given a mask that covered the entire head. This 
I was told to always keep with me. 1 also was 
given a small compressed air pump, that was to 
be carried on the back as a knapsack. 


"When we least expected it we would sudden- 


ly be met with a rush of the gas forced forward 
by tho bursting shells, tho gas bags being at- 
tached to the shells. Our orders were to stop 
when the attack began and to clear the space 
around us by the use of the compressed air 
pumps. We were helped in this by tho men in 
the rear lines forcing tho gas back with a 
strong pressure of air, often driving the poison 
gas back on to the Germans. 


"Although the masks wo wore were supposed 


to protect us from tho gas. It was very hard to 
breathe, and because wo could not keep tho 
masks on for any great length of time the eye- 
right was often Injured to a great extent, some 
of the men being made totally blind. 


"Often when one line of men in a, front trench 


was ordered to advance, some of the poor fel- 


lows, already 30 weak they could hardly itaat 
up. woulb fall to the ground from utter exhaus- 
tion on account of the rough traveling over 
muddy, slushy ground. 


"The two weeks I put in on the front lln» «* 


Verdun loft me almost a nervous wreck, and I 
was glad when wo wore ordered to drop back to 
the rear lines and let a relieving regiment tak« 
our place. 


"A week later we were ordered back to tM 


Champagne country, and there again took up 
the fight, often hand to hand, that I had left 
many months before. 


"After fighting several weeks around 
the 


small villages In the Champagne country, the 
regiment—what ivas left of it—that I was In, 
was sent to participate In the battle at Somtn*. 
There tho fighting was a simile to that at V*r• 
dun. the same hardships to be encountered, th» 
same tprrlble scenes to be burned Into th« 
memory to live with you in dreams as tens *• 
life lasted. 


"It was at Somme that I thought my wor- 


ries were over. 
I had been fighting In the 


trench for several days; In fact, I had lost all 
account of time. In tho middle of the night I 
was awakened by a terrible explosion that, 
seemed to be right under me. That was the 
last I rc-membered until I was conscious of be- 
ins carried to the rear lines. 


"After a few oays in the field hospital recov- 


ering from the shock, I learned that a larg* 
shell hac exploded in my section of trench, and 
that I and my comrades had been buried allv* 
by tha upheaval of dirt The reserve men *n 
the dugout had come to our assistance at just 
that time, and they were the ones who res- 
cued us. There were sixteen men in the trench 
at the time, and twelve of them were killed by 
the one explosion, 


"Now I have been granted a short leave oS «J>- 


sence, to once again taste of those things so 
good In this life but so often not appreciated by 
us. On my word of honor that I would return 
when my time was up and once again take up 
the duty of every Frenchman, I was allowed to 
visit my friends In the great, glorious and 
peaceful United States. For the flrst time In a 
year I knew what a clean bed and clean clothe! 
felt like. As a result I am almost Insane with 
ecstasy." 


Heligon has almost lost the sight In one eye 


from the Germans' deadly gases and ha* re- 
ceived several painful injuries on the head m<4 
body. He said that when tho boys at the French 
front first heard of the United States Joining 
tho forces of the allies they were both happy 
and sad—happy because of the possibility ot 
the war's quick termination, sad because of the 
sorrow that would come to the many happy 
families In this country.

(Ft. W. II. P. C. C.) wan itrKnnls-.i.Hl. 
In the course of time It broke up ami 
has been reorganized In the last fmv 
jnonthd. Thin wns a goixl movement 
on the part of the high school for two 
reasons. 
First, it showed the public 


that the high school was not ile.ul as 
acme people had thought It tn be. 
Second. It tako:< the place of more 
•trenuous athletics. 


Tho hoy scouts were organized over 


•even years ago. It is a national or- 
ganization. 
It, too. is n Koorl move- 


ment. It has done more to improve 
th« character of the youth of America 
than any other organization, includ- 
ing the T. M. C. A. 


Now any city can be proud of a 


cadet corps, but cannot the same clty 
be still more proud to contain a branch 
Of a national organization like the boy 
scouts? Certainly. Cannot the same 
city, however, be still more proud of 
both? 
Fort Wayne has both the cadet corps 


(H. S. C. C.) and the boy scouts of 
America (B. S. A.) She can be proml 
of either one. but. as I stated before, 
she can be still more proud of both. 
The high school, however, wants only 
the cadet corps. This, you will readily 
see is not the broadest view. The hi-jh 
school should desire fame for Fort 
"Wayne, not for Itself. 


When the cadet corps was organized 


nothing was said about missing drill. 
Now 10 per cent is taken off a pupil's 
monthly grades for non-attendance at 
one drill. 
This means that a pupil 


Who would have passed with a grade of 
7.5 per cent will now flunk with a grade 
of 65 per cent. This punishment is too 
eevere. 


Many, or in fact, most of the scouts 


in the high school at the present time 
were In the boy scouts before entering 
the high school. Is it not loyal there- 
fore for these boys to march with the 
scouts? Are the various teachers who 
oppose the scouts marching separate 
and in uniform but wanting them to 
inarch with the H. S. C. C. and not in 
uniform, showing much loyalty to Fort 
Wayne? Are they trying to help Fort 
Wayne make a good showing in any 
parade? Do they want Fort Wayne to 
have both the cadet corps and the 
scouts ? No. They despise the scouts 
and want,to get rid of them. And yet 
the boys who are now showing loyally 
to the scouts by marching with them 
would be the first to go with the cadet 
corps when for any reason the scouts 
did not march. This is proven by the 
Oath these boys have taken upon be- 
coming scouts. 
If the rules now tn 


effect (taking 10 per cent of the pupil's 
monthly grades for non-attendance at 
drill for Instance) had been given when 
the cadet corps was organized, nearly 
all the scouts in the high school would 
not have signed up. Excuses to inarch 
with the scouts are now granted with 
the wrong spirit on the part of the 
high school; and as it is no one is al- 
lowed to withdraw from the cadet 
corps after once signing up. 
What 


are the scouts to do? Surely this is un- 
lust! 


It Is evident that this method of 


managing the cadet corps is unjust and 
wrong; but we can only hope tha,t in 
Uia future excuses permitting the boy 


scouts to march with their various 
troops will be granted, more readily 
and with a better spirit on the part of 
the high school.

Charles Niezer Talks to Ro- 


tarians on Principles of 


Document. 


"The Monroe doctrine grew out. of 


the same feeling that is in the country 
today, a love of liberty, a democracy, 
and a dcslro to spread that democracy 
to all parts of America." said Charles 
Niezer, in his talk to the Rotary club 
Thursday noon on the subic.ct of the 
Monroe Doctrine. 


"America has never prolltecl one bit, 


politically, commercially or any other 
way by the application of the princi- 
ples of the Monroe doctrine, but she 
has steadfastly applied those princi- 
ples for the benefit of her neighbors 
in South and Central America. Jeffer- 
son, 
Madison and 
Monroe are the 


greatest diplomats this country has 
known, because they are the men who 
established and put into a permanent 
form the principles of the Monroe 
doctrine. Theodore Roosevelt carried 
out the principles of the doctrine in 
his handling of the Venezuelan ques- 
tion." 


Mr. Niezer went on to give some of 


the historical facts connected with the 
establishment of the doctrine and said 
in conclusion that the principles em- 
bodied in it must be extended to in- 
clude, not only Kuropean countries, 
but Asiatic as well.
